Nursery 
at old pub 
to create 
eight jobs 

A FORMER landmark West 
Bromwich pub will be given 
a new lease of life as a chil¬ 
dren’s day centre and nurs¬ 
ery, in a move which will 
create eight jobs. 

Plans to transform the 
Drunken Duck in Walsall 
Street have been approved 
by council bosses who are 
keen to see the site devel¬ 
oped. Baliminda Kaur, who 
runs Tiny Tots Nursery 
in Birmingham, has been 
granted permission by 
Sandwell Council to open 
the business. 

The centre would provide 
registered care for 40 chil¬ 
dren from the ages of four 
weeks to five years. 

There would also be an af¬ 
ter-school club and a drop-in 
creche run from the build¬ 
ing, which has been lying 
empty for more than two 
years. There would also be 
a pick-up and drop-off ser¬ 
vice to nearby homes and 
businesses such as Sandwell 
College. 

Council planners have 
backed the scheme for the 
former pub saying it was an 
acceptable use of the build¬ 
ing and it would contribute 
to the ‘vitality and viability’ 
of the town centre in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Under the proposals, 
there would be no modifi¬ 
cations made to the existing 
building aside from general 
refurbishment. 

Radio bid to 
help traders 

A NEW radio system to 
tackle shoplifting and oth¬ 
er anti-social behaviour has 
been launched in Bearwood 
town centre. 

On Tuesday, the trad¬ 
ers association switched on 
their new digital radios after 
a £10,000 cash grant. 

Around 30 businesses and 
other organisations in the 
town have already signed 
up to the scheme, which 
will allow them to keep 
in contact and alert other 
businesses and the police 
to shoplifters or suspicious 
activity. 


STRETCHED GPs 
HIT BY CLOSURE 


THE closure of a health centre has 
had a knock-on effect for one GP 
surgery which has been forced to 
increase its clinic times and iS now 
considering taking on extra staff. 

About 2,600 patients were displaced from the 
Mailing General Practice in Wednesbury when 
it closed in April, and hundreds of those have 
now moved to the Spires health centre. 


Numbers from Sandwell 
Council show that 900 of 
those have now moved to 
the Victoria Street surgery, 
causing it to have to up its 
provision to cope with de¬ 
mand. 

The centre’s bosses are 
now considering increas¬ 
ing staffing numbers and it 
has had to arrange cover to 
provide an extra four-hour 
clinic on Monday evenings. 

Wednesbury ward Coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan said 
people have even been turn¬ 
ing up to the Spires, where 
there are now almost 4,500 
patients, without having 
registered meaning they are 
being sent to walk-in cen¬ 
tres instead. 

Extended 

“It’s just a sad situation. 
All the staff at the Spires are 
working above and beyond 
because they don’t want to 
let patients down. They are 
a fantastic surgery,” said 
Councillor Costigan. 

As well as potentially hir¬ 
ing new staff, GP clinics at 
the Spires have also been 
extended from 7am every 
Wednesday with extra clin¬ 
ics being added on Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Thursdays 
where required. 

The Mailing surgery was 
closed in April after the 
controlling organisation’s 
contract ran out with NHS 
England, but it had been 
hoped that a new health cen-

tre would be open to take on 
the patient list. Other local 
practices have seen their 
patient lists jump by hun¬ 
dreds including the Mailing 
Health Centre in Charles 
Street, Great Bridge, which 
as of May had an extra 547 
patients, and the Jubilee 
Health Centre, Upper Rus¬ 
sell Street, Wednesbury, 
which had 292 join. 

Another Wednesbury 
councillor, Peter Hughes, 
said some people are now 
going to places such as Dar- 
laston and Tipton for their 
health care. 

NHS England has said 
it is drawing up plans for a 
new health centre to replace 
Mailing and is expecting to 
have submitted a scheme for 
planning approval by the au¬ 
tumn. They are then looking 
to have a new health centre 
within three years. 

A spokesman for NHS 
England said: “NHS Eng¬ 
land is committed to ensur¬ 
ing everyone in Wednesbury 
was able to access high-qual¬ 
ity local GP services after 
the closure of Mailing 
Health.” 

Councillor Costigan, who 
also sits on Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, said: “The Spires is 
doing its bit, but they need 
support from NHS England 
as well.” 



Irene may be oldest in borough at 106

SHE has survived two world wars 
and even the bombing of her child¬ 
hood home and is now believed to be 
Sandwell’s oldest resident. 

Irene Golding has reached a land¬ 
mark only a handful of people world¬ 
wide have ever achieved - her 106th 
birthday. Born on August 8, 1908 - 
four years before the sinking of the 
Titanic and six years before the out¬ 
break of the First World War - Irene 
celebrated the huge milestone with a 
small party and a special singer at her 
care home in Oldbury. 

Irene’s first family home was in Co¬ 
plow Street, Ladywood, but the fam¬ 


ily was forced to move in the Second 
World War after the area was bombed. 

They then moved into a house in 
Wilson Road, Oldbury, where Irene 
lived right up until June this year 
when she moved for just the third 
time to Beechcroft Residential Home 
in Salop Drive. Having started work at 
the age of 14, Irene spent most of her 
working life at Chance Brothers glass¬ 
works in Smethwick, working in the 
cost office, until she retired in her 60s. 

The mother of one, grandmother 
of one and great grandmother to two, 
then continued to have an active life¬ 
style which included looking after her 


mother at the family home through ill 
health, tending her large garden until 
she was in her 90s, shopping, visiting 
friends and cooking. 

And that is what her proud son 
David, aged 68 and from Smethwick, 
believes has been the key to her long 
life. “Mum’s motto is hard work, good 
food and keeping active, though not 
necessarily in that order,” he said. 

“I’ve heard of a couple of people 
who’ve lived to more than 100 - a lady 
who lived opposite mum lived to 104 a 
few years back - but you don’t hear of 
someone reaching her age very often,” 
he said. 


FA chief's 
Astle vow 
as family 
talks held 

THE FA this week pledged 
to continue working with 
the family of West Brom¬ 
wich Albion legend Jeff As¬ 
tle as it researches the long¬ 
term effects of head injuries 
in the game. 

The move comes after 
Greg Dyke, chairman of 
the football governing body, 
met Mr Astle’s wife Laraine 
Astle, and her daughters 
Claire and Dawn, on Sun¬ 
day. The Astle family were 
joined by Dr Willie Stewart 
who explained findings from 
a recent re-assessment of 
Jeff Astle’s brain. 

The 59-year-old’s brain 
disease, chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy (CTE), was 
linked to repeatedly head¬ 
ing the ball throughout his 
career. New tests confirmed 
that he died in 2002 from 
the same disease which is 
found in brain-damaged for¬ 
mer boxers. 

Mr Dyke said: “This is 
an important matter for 
football to address. It was 
a constructive meeting and 
I thank the Astle family for 
their efforts in bringing this 
to my attention. 

“We will keep in touch 
with the family and have 
outlined our plans to look 
at what research is needed 
next and take the subject 
forward on a global level 
because, as we have seen in 
the recent World Cup, head 
injuries are not just preva¬ 
lent in English football.”

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Dealer had drugs hidden in Kinder Egg 


A DRUG dealer who was caught 
with crack and heroin hidden in a 
Kinder Egg has been jailed. 

A car being driven by 25-year-old 
Ikram Razaq with Fehzaan Azam, 
19, as a back-seat passenger was 
stopped by police, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said 
the officers, who halted the car in 
Causeway Green Road, Oldbury, 


at 11.50pm on January 17, saw the 
younger man trying to hide some¬ 
thing in his trouser waistband. 

It turned out to be 31 wraps of 
cannabis, worth a total of £310, 
prompting a dog-handler to be 
called to the scene to search the car. 

A Kinder Egg containing more 
than £300 worth of crack and heroin 
belonging to Razaq was concealed 
near the handbrake. At his home 


a further haul of heroin valued at 
£1,200 was found, said Mr Rees. 

Azam, who had a piece of paper 
with a list of names and amounts 
money owed, admitted selling the 
drug to friends. Miss Raj Punia, 
defending Razaq, said: “He took 
the naive and stupid decision to sell 
drugs to get out of significant finan¬ 
cial difficulty.” 

Razaq from Apollo Road, Old¬ 


bury, who had a previous conviction 
for dishonesty, admitted possessing 
crack and heroin with intent to sup¬ 
ply and was jailed for three years. 

Azam, of Marshall Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions, admitted possessing cannabis 
with intent to supply and was given 
a 12 month community order under 
supervision with 120 hours unpaid 
work and £250 costs. 


Lots of love and loffs 
at Tommy's send-off 


“HE could make you loff 
at the drop of a hat” - 
that was how close friend 
of Tommy Mundon, Mel 
Thomas, summed up the 
Black Country comedian at 
his memorial service. 

More than 500 friends and 
well-wishers had a giggle as Mr 
Thomas shared his memories of 
Tommy: “I will always remem¬ 
ber the first joke I heard Tom¬ 
my tell. 

“He said ‘looking at me, you 
wouldn’t think I was an ugly child’.” 

Hasbury Methodist Church in 
Halesowen was full to bursting as 
those who knew him said goodbye 
to Thomas ‘Tommy’ Mundon last 
Wednesday. 

The 80-year-old died in July, 
four months after celebrating his 
birthday, at Mary Stevens Hospice 
following a five-year battle with 
Parkinson’s Disease. 

Stage 

He was cremated in a private 
ceremony at Stourbridge Crema¬ 
torium, before his family joined all 
those wanting to pay their respects 
at the church in Halesowen. His re¬ 
membrance service elicited laughs 
but it was also poignant and mov¬ 
ing. 

Before the service his widow 
Val, 62, said: “To most people he 
was someone who stood up on the 
stage being funny. But to us he was 
a wonderful husband, father and 
grandfather. It was something quite 
special to be married to a guy like 
Tom. I could never outwit him be¬ 
cause in an instant he would have a 
quip. “I met him in 1970 at a show, 
where he wasn’t actually perform¬ 
ing. He was not actually booked to 
perform but they sort of said ‘come 
on up’ and he went on stage. 

“Tom was very kind and was 
quite shy really, because bear in 
mind, when I met him he was 36 
and still lived with his parents. I 
just thought he was quite sweet re¬ 
ally. We had some wonderful times 
together.” 

Tommy was forced to quit the 
comedy scene in 2012 as Parkin -

son’s took hold and it was something 
that he was very reluctant to do. 
After being diagnosed, he was still 
cracking jokes, saying: “I’m now a 
stand-up comedian who can’t stand 
up for long.” Val added: “When he 
had to stop in recent years it was a 
big blow to him.” 

During the service, Mr Thomas 
recalled a moment several years 
ago while being laid up in Russells 
Hall Hospital, and Tommy went to 
visit him. “Although he had come to 
see me, every patient was a target,” 
he said. “One of the patients after 
said to me that his visit was more 


therapeutic than a trolley-load of 
medication. 

“Tommy wasn’t just a legend, he 
was a very caring human being. He 
was a very proud family man, loyal 
and devoted to Val, a loving father 
and a caring grandfather. And 
Tommy loved his larger family, the 
general public.” Tommy was well- 
known beyond in his beloved Black 
Country and his name adorns the 
Comedy Carpet artwork in Black¬ 
pool alongside such as Tommy 
Cooper and Morecambe and Wise. 

Following Tommy’s death Ken 
Dodd, who was his close friend for 


more than 20 years, said: “He was 
a wonderful friend and a wonderful 
comedian. He was more than a co¬ 
median, he was a humorist, he knew 
all the Black Country stories. I ad¬ 
mired him hugely.” 

Among those at the service were 
Led Zeppelin frontman Robert 
Plant, who features in his biography 
a photograph of Tommy and himself 
from his 60th birthday party, and 
fellow Black Country entertainer 
Bev Pegg. He said: “They will be 
writing about Tom in 100 years’ 
time, stating that he was the great¬ 
est Black Country comedian ever.” 


Salesman 
jailed for 
punching 
migrant 

A LOFT insulation sales¬ 
man hit a vulnerable asy¬ 
lum seeker, knocking her 
unconscious, after turning 
up at her home days after 
she had arrived in the coun¬ 
try, a court heard. 

And after he had vented 
his anger at failing to make 
a sale, Smethwick man 
Amar Amin, aged 23, stole 
his victim’s mobile phones, 
leaving behind documents 
which had his signature on. 

Amin tried to blame a col¬ 
league but pleaded guilty to 
assault and theft part-way 
through his trial at Warwick 
Crown Court on a more se¬ 
rious allegation of robbery. 

Amin, of Edith Road, 
Smethwick, was jailed for 
nine months for the assault, 
with a consecutive five- 
month term for the theft. 

The jury heard that in 
December 2012 the woman, 
an asylum seeker, was in a 
shared house in Coventry 
when there was a knock 
on the door. The woman, 
a Farsi-speaker who gave 
evidence with the aid of an 
interpreter, thought he was 
acting in an official capacity 
and let him in and he went 
upstairs to the loft hatch. 

Back downstairs he gave 
her forms to fill in. Her 
other phone then rang, so 
she left the room. As he was 
leaving Amin punched her 
to the side of her face, and 
she fell to the floor uncon¬ 
scious, the court was told. 
Ben Douglas-Jones, for 
Amin, said he had no previ¬ 
ous convictions and did vol¬ 
untary charity work.

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Expensive 
cancer drag 
is rejected 
bytheNHS 

A DRUG that can extend 
the lives of some women 
with an advanced form of 
breast cancer has been re¬ 
jected for NHS use as it is 
too expensive. 

The high price of Kadc- 
yla makes it ‘impossible’ to 
recommend for widespread 
use in the health service, 
the National Institute for 
Health and Care Excellence 
(Nice) said. 

The drug, also known as 
trastuzumab emtansine, is 
used to treat breast cancer 
patients with HER2-posi- 
tive breast cancer that has 
spread to other parts of the 
body. 

It is used when the can¬ 
cer cannot be surgically re¬ 
moved and the patient has 
stopped responding to initial 
treatments. 

It can offer these women 
a last hope, extending the 
lives of patients by around 
six months. 

But final draft guidance 
from Nice says that the 
drug, which costs around 
£90,000 per patient at its 
full price, is just too expen¬ 
sive to recommend for wide¬ 
spread use in the health 
service. 

Roche said that it had of¬ 
fered to cut the price of the 
drug and will be appealing 
Nice’s decision.

Dudley Council has been 
marketing the site for rede¬ 
velopment and has received 
several expressions of inter¬ 
est for the scheme. 

Members of Cradley Ac¬ 
tion Group have met with 
council officers, deputy 
council leader, Councillor 
Pete Lowe and Stourbridge 
MP Margot James, to dis¬ 
cuss the plans. 

Adverts 

Dudley Council has so far 
refused to name the compa¬ 
nies which had responded 
to development opportunity 
adverts for the site, which 
includes seven empty shops. 

But, on the day of the 
meeting, council officers 
told residents’ representa¬ 
tive Lynn Adams and Crad¬ 
ley Action Group co-founder 
Chris Legiewizc two of the 
interested parties could be 
large supermarket compa¬ 
nies. 

Mrs Legiewizc welcomed 
the news saying that a re¬ 
development which would 
boost the area and improve 
its appearance was impor¬ 
tant.

“It is good news and I’m 
pleased at last we are mov¬ 
ing forward on this issue,” 
she said. “It was a con¬ 
structive meeting with all 
attendees agreeing to work 
together for the future of 
Colley Gate.

£400m 
Dlan for 
neart of 
the city 

A NEW £400 million de¬ 
velopment has been an¬ 
nounced for Birmingham as 
the city centre continues its 
huge overhaul. 

Planning bosses have 
given the thumbs-up to the 
first part of the Arena Cen¬ 
tral scheme, which will see 
an eight-storey office block 
built on the site of the for¬ 
mer ATV studios in Broad 
Street. 

Detailed planning con¬ 
sent has been given for the 
building, opposite Cente¬ 
nary Square, which will 
also house 140,000 sq ft of 
accommodation and 5,000 
sq ft of retail space on the 
ground floor. 

The building, 1 Arena 
Central, is the first step 
in the masterplan for the 
9.2-acre site, where outline 
permissions are already in 
place for office space, homes, 
2,500 parking spaces and 
leisure and retail units. 

Jonathan Wallis from 
Arena Central Develop¬ 
ments Ltd, which is behind 
the scheme, said 1 Arena 
Central could be available 
to occupiers in mid-2016. 

“The development of 1 
Arena Central is the first 
step towards the realisa¬ 
tion of our vision for a truly 
mixed-use, office-led desti¬ 
nation in the heart of the 
city centre,” he said.

Tower to be repaired as part of scheme 


THE viewing tower at the Oak 
House, West Bromwich will be re¬ 
paired during the next stage of a 
restoration scheme. 

Specialist structural surveyors 
will soon begin assessing the dete¬ 
rioration of the wooden belvedere 
tower, which sits in the centre of the 
Grade II-listed house in Oak Road. 

It once acted as a look out for the 
home’s owners, The Turtons who 


were living there in 1634. It has 
remained largely untouched during 
a recent £1.7million restoration 
project, which has seen the a visitor 
centre created in its 17th century 
stable block and 18th century barn. 

Now work is expected to take 
place to repair the tower’s timber 
structure and the exterior wall pan¬ 
els. 

Over the coming months surveys 


will identify and prioritise essential 
repair work needed over the next 
five years. 

Frank Caldwell, Sandwell muse¬ 
ums service manager, said: “This 
survey is vital because it alerts us to 
problems that have not yet occurred 

“I’m really pleased that Sandwell 
Council continues to invest in the 
Oak House. Any building requires 
regular maintenance and repair. 


The natural materials that make up 
Oak House don’t last forever.” 

Belvederes were common features 
of high status homes in the 17th 
and 18th century and were often 
constructed on the roof of larger 
houses. 

The tower at the Oak House was 
built around 1650-1660 and had 
floors, which were removed at end 
of the 19th century . 


Work on £l.2m digital 
autopsies site begins 


WORK has begun to set up a £1.2m centre 
where post-mortem examinations can be 
carried out without surgery. 

The centre, part of Sandwell Valley Crematorium, 
will use 3D scanners to determine cause of death 
without opening up a body. 

It’s hoped this will make it less traumatic for bereaved 
families, who will be able to request a digital autopsy when 


the coroner requires a post 
mortem to be undertaken. 

In deaths where a post 
mortem is not required by 
the coroner, families can 
also request a digital au¬ 
topsy for peace of mind or 
as a record marking the end 
of a life. 

The site would also be 
used by pathologists from 
across the West Midlands to 
quickly and accurately de¬ 
termine cause of death. 

The centre is being funded 
by iGene, who will also train 
and support pathologists to 
use the new technology. 

When it opens in October, 
it will be the first of its kind 
in the West Midlands. 

Ash Govind, Global Vice 
President for iGene, said: 
“Digital Autopsy offers a 
significant humanitarian 
step forward in establish¬ 
ing the cause of death using 
software rather than a scal¬ 
pel. 

“We are delighted to have 
signed the agreement with 
Sandwell Council to bring 
digital autopsies to the West 
Midlands.” 

Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain said: “As an authority

we have been committed for 
some years to developing 
the best possible services for 
the bereaved.”

Under the plans 
the old office space will be 
converted into a catering fa¬ 
cility for food preparation, a 
dining area will be built and 
additional toiletsinstalled. 


Parents' fines soar 

THE number of fines given to Sandwell parents who took 
their children out of school during term time has increased 
more than five-fold. The number shot up from 15 in 
2012/13 to 87 in 2013/14, new figures reveal. 

It follows new legislation coming into force in Septem¬ 
ber allowing headteachers powers to only grant term-time 
absences in exceptional circumstances. The increase in 
Sandwell has been mirrored across the country. 

Council bosses said schools where able to decide what 
they classed as ‘exceptional circumstances’. Parents face a 
£60 penalty charge notice (PCN), per child. 


Timber homes built in a day

NEW timber-framed homes, which take 
just a day to construct, are changing the 
face of a Sandwell estate in a multi-million 
pound development. 

They are being built on the site of a for¬ 
mer block of council-owned maisonettes in 
Beacon View Road in Charlemont Farm, 
West Bromwich. The £4 million develop¬ 
ment of 34 homes is nearing completion 
with the properties expected to be ready 
for families to move in next month. 

They are assembled from timber panels 
which are constructed at a factory in Wal¬ 
sall where insulation and double-glazed 
windows are fitted. 

The individual panels are then trans¬ 


ported to the building site where they are 
lowered into place by a crane and the pieces 
are slotted together. The whole process 
takes a handful of workers a day to com¬ 
plete. 

Developer behind the scheme, the Accord 
Group is working with Sandwell Council 
and the Homes and Communities Agency. 

Alan Yates, executive director of regen¬ 
eration for the Accord Group, said: “There 
are a number of benefits to building timber 
homes, including significantly less carbon 
in both manufacture and in use. We are re¬ 
ally proud to play our part in the regenera¬ 
tion of this area by building new, affordable 
and modern housing.” 


Former 
top cop 
is under 
scrutiny 

A FORMER West Midlands 
Police officer - who now 
heads up one of the largest 
forces in the country - is 
being investigated over the 
mishandling of a sex offend¬ 
er case. 

Sir Peter Fahy, who 
held a command position 
in Smethwick around 20 
years ago and is now Chief 
Constable of Greater Man¬ 
chester Police, is one of 
three serving officers to be 
served with both a criminal 
and gross misconduct notice 
following investigations by 
Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission. 

Another serving officer 
has been handed a gross mis¬ 
conduct notice following the 
investigations - prompted 
by allegations made by a 
whistleblower - for his over¬ 
sight in the disposal of body 
parts belonging to victims 
of serial killer Harold Ship- 
man. Rochdale MP Simon 
Danczuk has called for Sir 
Peter Fahy to step down 
while inquiries take place. 

He said: “I have raised 
concerns for some time 
about the leadership of 
Greater Manchester Police 
in relation to how it tackles 
sexual abuse.” 

Sir Peter said: “It is right 
that this decision-making is 
scrutinised and that I am 
held to account as part of 
this investigation.”

Pair hurt 
after fall 
off bridge 
onto rails 

TWO men found seriously 
injured on railway track 
outside Birmingham New 
Street Station are believed 
to have fallen from a nearby 
bridge. 

British Transport Police 
(BTP) said the men’s mul¬ 
tiple injuries were ‘believed 
to be consistent with a fall 
from height’ after they were 
discovered badly hurt by the 
north end of the station. 

Officers are now treating 
the incident as ‘non-suspi- 
cious’, adding there was ‘no 
third-party involvement’. 

Earlier, officers had been 
searching for clues around a 
bridge which runs over the 
track. West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service said it had 
been called out to ‘two men 
who had reportedly fallen 
from a bridge’ near the sta¬ 
tion. 

Medics found both men, 
described as being in their 
20s, had suffered ‘serious in¬ 
juries’ and were later taken 
to the city’s Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Officers from BTP West 
Midlands attended Birming¬ 
ham New Street Station 
after reports of two men on 
the railway line.” The in¬ 
cident meant some Arriva 
Trains Wales, Crosscoun¬ 
try and London Midland rail 
services were running with 
delays up to 20 minutes.

Long road to recovery 
for father hit by a car

FATHER-OF-TWO Simon Oldnall 
suffered multiple injuries and was 
in a coma for six weeks after he 
was knocked down while cross¬ 
ing a road in West Bromwich. 

After waking up in hospital, he spent 
a further six months under the close 
care of doctors as he began his recov¬ 
ery from a broken neck, shoulder, legs 
and a punctured lung. 

Now, 15 months after the crash in Black 
Lake which changed his life, the 44-year-old 
has spoken time of the ordeal as he looks to 
the future and settles back into family life 
at home. 

He has thanked the team of surgeons at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospita. 

“They saved my life and my arm - if it 
wasn’t for them I wouldn’t be here, or I 
would be here with an amputated limb,” 
the former self-employed carpet fitter said. 

“I owe them everything for the work they 
did. I was since told they were experts and I 
was extremely lucky to have them treating 
me for my injuries.” 

He was kept in a coma after the crash on 
April 26. 

Although now home, he is still under the 
watchful eye of doctors and attends phys¬ 
iotherapy sessions. He walks around with 
crutches and struggles with anxiety when 
outside his home in Anson Road, West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

He said: “Everything has changed in my 
life since the crash. 

“I’ve suffered brain damage and struggle 
with short-term memory. I can’t walk far 
unaided and only have 60 per cent use of 
my left arm. 

“I find it difficult to sit down for long pe¬ 
riods due to pelvic injuries and have con¬ 
stant pain in my neck - I’ve had to become 
used to the pain.” 

But around him, Simon has his long-term 
partner Laura Irvine, aged 29, along with 
their two children Jake, six, and Luke, four. 

He said: “It’s good to be back with the 
family, but plans we had for our future such 
as holidays have to be put on hold. For me 
it’s Christmas which is the hardest. 

“I wish I could continue being the father 
I was before thishappened. Now I’m left to 


struggle around the house. It’s going to be 
a long journey to recovery.” 

Simon was injured when crossing Black 
Lake with his friend Adrian Leir after get¬ 
ting into the nearby Metro stop following 
an evening in Birmingham. 

They were heading to The New Talbot 
pub. 

Simon said: “I don’t remember anything 
apart from waking up in hospital.” 

Partner Miss Irvine said: “It’s been re¬ 
ally hard, I have had to do everything since 
what happened. 

“I can’t just get the kids ready and go out 
because I can’t leave him on his own. 

“His bones are still broken so a lot of care 
needs to be taken about where he goes.” 

She added: “We are hoping he will im¬ 
prove so we can get our life back on track. 
It’s also been difficult for the children as 


they are young.” Next month he is support¬ 
ing his brother in a charity football match 
raising money for the Royal Centre for De¬ 
fence Medicine. 

The match will take place at Charlemont 
Farm, West Bromwich on August 24 at 
11am and will be between The Old Miner’s 
Arms and The Young Sow and Pigs. 

It will be followed by a fun day and bar¬ 
becue at the The Miner’s Arms, Bagnall 
Street, West Bromwich. 

Brother Stephen, aged 36, also of Anson 
Road, has spent the past three months or¬ 
ganising both events. 

He said: “We want something good to 
come out of something bad. 

“If we can raise a bit of cash to show our 
appreciation to those who helped Simon, I 
know that would mean a lot to the family.” 

Stephen added he was hoping to get a for¬ 


mer West Bromwich Albion hero to appear 
as a celebrity guest at the event. 

He said: “We’re waiting to hear from 
Richard Sneekes at the moment, so hope¬ 
fully he’ll come along and join us on the 
day. If this one goes well I’m planning to do 
a few more of these. The people who helped 
Simon did such a fantastic job we want to 
give a little bit back.” 

Daninder Singh Rai, aged 29, of Higgins 
Walk, Smethwick, faces three charges fol¬ 
lowing his arrest after allegedly knocking 
down Simon. 

He is charged with failing to stop after 
a road accident and of failing to report a 
road accident. He is also charged with ‘acts 
tending and intended to pervert the course 
of public justice’ in January. 

He will next appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on August 15.

Damage was 
limited to a broken number plate 
and a bit of bumper scuffing. 
Nobody was hurt, and I never at 
any point suggested it was any¬ 
body’s fault but my own. 

So why is it, more than two- 
and-a-half years later, I sudden¬ 
ly find myself inundated with 
phone calls from people telling 
me I am entitled to compensa¬ 
tion from the injuries I received? 

One company, calling itself 
Access To Justice, has been 
particularly prolific. After every 
call, I have been assured that I 
have been removed from the 
database, and that I won’t be 
hearing from them again. After 
probably more than a dozen 
calls, they finally seem to have 
gone quiet. 

Interestingly, these characters 
have also come to the attention 
of an organisation called the 
Access To Justice Foundation, 
which has stressed that it has no 
connection to the calls. 

“The activities of these call¬ 
ers are the subject of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation to identify the 
responsible company and take 
appropriate action,” says the 
trust’s website. I would like to 
have helped, but the calls always 
come from a withheld num¬ 
ber, and they always seem very 
guarded about giving out any in¬ 
formation about themselves. 

So where did they get their in¬ 
accurate information from? Well 
a call from another similar com¬ 
pany, this time called Pinpoint, 
let the cat out of the bag. 

A few weeks earlier, I had used 
a company which said it would 
be able to get me a cheaper deal 
on my car insurance. I had been 
quite pleased with the service I 
received the previous year, get¬ 
ting my premium down from 
more than £400 to just £200. But 
this year it involved spending 
more than an hour on the phone 
with no end result. 

Anyway, it transpires that by 
answering that company’s ques¬ 
tions, I had also unwittingly con¬ 
sented to having my answers 
sold on to other parties. 

So if your car insurance is due 
for renewal shop around by all 
means, but make it clear that 
you do not consent to having 
your information passed on to 
anybody in the accident claims 
business.

WEEK IN 
POLITICS jfy 

ONE of the many buzz words 
kicked around by central gov¬ 
ernment is ‘localism’ but it turns 
out to mean absolutely nothing. 

Take, for example, the case of 
Sandwell Council and its sting¬ 
ing rebuke from the High Court 
over its attempt to stop itself 
funding ‘benefits tourism’. 

The Government decided it 
would be up to councils to de¬ 
cide how much, if any, discount 
on council tax they would offer 
to working-age people of limited 
means. 

Under the Welfare Reform Act, 
the Government replaced coun¬ 
cil tax benefit with a grant. But 
it only covered 90 per cent of 
the bill, leaving councils to find 
or save the other 10 per cent. 
Some, such as Wolverhampton, 
came up with new models to 
charge a small amount of coun¬ 
cil tax. Others carried on as be¬ 
fore, but just absorbed the hit. 

Sandwell tried to be clev¬ 
er. It was prepared to take the 
hit but didn’t want to cover the 
costs of new arrivals as well. So 
it introduced a ‘residency test’. 
Although the example of bene¬ 
fits tourists from costly areas of 
London was given in court, the 
theory applied more locally. 

Sandwell was effectively 
erecting a wall around itself to 
stop people from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton or other nearby areas, where 
the cost was passed on to resi¬ 
dents, from moving a few miles 
down the road where their an¬ 
nual bills would be less, at the 
expense of the residents already 
living there. 

But it fell foul of the High 
Court. And now it’s left the coun¬ 
cil licking its wounds to the tune 
of tens of thousands of pounds 
of legal fees. And it faces the 
headache of having to appeal or 
look at its system all over again. 
It also exposes the futility of 
the ‘localism’ agenda. Councils 
were given the power to decide 
how to cope with these changes 
themselves, but then the High 
Court can intervene and overrule 
the decisions of democratically 
elected councillors. 

THERE are just three months left 
before the trust running Stafford 
Hospital gets dissolved. 

After years of inquiries and ef¬ 
forts to turn it around, people in 
Stafford now face being left with 
a pale shadow of what they once 
had. 

Thousands have marched 
through the streets in protest. 
Some even took to setting up 
tents to fight for a better alter¬ 
native. 

Kate Godfrey, Labour’s can¬ 
didate for Stafford in next 
year’s General Election, thinks 
Tory incumbent Jeremy Lefroy 
should stand down and trigger 
a by-election to force the Gov¬ 
ernment to take notice. He dis¬ 
agrees, saying it will leave Staf¬ 
ford without representation and 
anyone fighting for the hospital 
when it needs it most. 

The political battle for Stafford 
will come next year. For now, 
campaigners have bigger things 
to worry about.

teriors. The people I house are after a 
room so it’s a shame to spoil a good ‘un. 

“Shared housing is a bit of a myth. 
The tenants live separate existences. 
It is not like Friends. They rent on a 
weekly basis with just a week’s notice. It 
is halfway between a house and a hotel 
- but far cheaper. Our rents have been 
frozen for eight years.” Since buying his 
first HMO in 1991 for £35,000, he has 
seen a huge shift in his clientele. “When 
I started I did not want to take tenants 
who were out of work,” he said. “Then 
the economic downturn came and they 
started losing their jobs. 

“I went from having six per cent of my 
tenants being unemployed in July 2008 
to nearly 60 per cent by November. 

“That is how I could see the recession 
hit the Midlands. It hit us like a hammer 
blow.” 

Condemning 

Now 70 per cent of Mr Haliburton’s 
tenants are on housing benefit. And he 
is condemning of the system which pays 
the benefit directly to the tenants. “DSS 
is a system that makes sure landlords do 
not get paid. Eighty per cent of DSS ten¬ 
ants will keep it for themselves. 

“I think the housing departments take 
joy in seeing the tenants squander it. It 
is like feeding strawberries to a donkey - 
it’s a complete waste.” After attending a 
secondary modern school he went on to 
university in Coventry and Manchester. 
He started to train as a solicitor when 
he found that teaching was his calling. 

Then, while renting a house to stu¬ 
dents he discovered that by renting out 
individual rooms it would generate be¬ 
tween three and five times more income 
as opposed to letting the house out on a 
single-let basis 

In July 2003 he decided to leave his 
job and began to buy investment prop¬ 
erties full time. Now he also acts as a 
mentor to wannabe landlords with his 
HMO Daddy brand - offering courses 
for £299. Mr Haliburton’s website is 
hmodaddy.com

to property magnate and 
HMO king Jim Haliburton 
about his bedsits business 


MEET Jim Haliburton - the £30 
million Black Country property 
magnate who dubs himself the 
‘HMO Daddy’. 

He owns more than 150 proper¬ 
ties housing 800 tenants all within a 
10-minute drive of his empire’s base 
in Wednesbury. 

And he’s snapping up another prop¬ 
erty every month. “I like them cheap,” 
he says earnestly. 

“I buy the rundown, derelict, proper¬ 
ties that no-one wants.” 

He then converts them into five or 
six-bedroom homes known as Houses in 
Multiple Occupation (HMO). The indi¬ 
vidual rooms are then rented out from 
£65 a week, incorporating the costs of 
most bills. 

It’s a formula that can bring an in¬ 
come of £20,000 a year per property for 
his J9 Accommodation business. 

It is a remarkable rise for a man who 
grew up in care in Edinburgh. “I was in 
a kids home,” he says nonchalantly. “I 
know what it’s like to be homeless.” 

Since first letting rooms to students in 
1991, the former Sandwell College law 
lecturer now commands a staff of 30 - 
including his own maintenance team. 

Despite his multi-million pound 
wealth, the 62-year-old rejects a life of 
opulence - driving a tired Volvo and 
living modestly in Wednesbury with his 
partner and three young children. 

“I reinvest,” he says. “I was brought 
up in Scotland and had a Presbyterian 
upbringing, it doesn’t allow me to squan¬ 
der money. No holidays, no jewellery.” 

He is straight-talking, to the point and 
you can sense a ruthlessness in his voice 
which conveniently sees him fit the land-

lord stereotype. But he claims life as the 
king of bedsits is a million miles away 
from the world of notorious London 
landlord Peter Rachman, even saying 
he is the one who is victimised. 

“Private landlords are perceived as 
being bad and evil but they are more 
sinned against than the sinner,” he 
says. “We provide good, cost-effective 
housing, making available properties 
that were previously uninhabitable. 
And we do this at a fraction of the cost 
of the social housing sector. I have 
never evicted a tenant who could not 


pay the rent. We look after our tenants. 
We send them birthday and Christmas 
cards and every year I put on a Christ¬ 
mas party at my own expense. After 
all, I don’t force them to live there. 
And he dismisses accusations that 
‘greedy’ landlords like him are hoover¬ 
ing up homes which would otherwise be 
bought first-time buyers. 

“I buy properties that they would 
not buy,” he snaps. “First-time buyers 
want a garden, a nice drive, and some¬ 
thing that looks nice. I don’t care about 
the outside; I am interested in the in- 
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inconstency on costs may be fatal

Cut overseas aid where in some countries 
cancer survival rates are better than here. 
How can anyone look in the eyes of the fam¬ 
ily of a loved one and tell them ‘sorry but it’s 
down to cost’? There’s nothing nice about 
NICE on this one.

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Service honours top 
Freemasonry figure

A GRAVE re-dedication cer¬ 
emony was held to honour a 
former leading figure in the 
Midland Freemasons who 
was one of only a few to have 
had a lodge named after him 
to recognise his good work. 

Worshipful Brother Colonel George 
Walton Walker, who was initiated into 
Freemasonry in 1877, was buried at 
All Saints Church, West Bromwich, 
after he died in 1918, aged 68. 

He was initiated into the Lodge of 
Honour in Wolverhampton and rose 
to become the deputy provincial grand 
master of the Masonic Province of 
Staffordshire, gaining similar high 
ranks with other masonic orders. 

His death happened shortly after 
the Walton Walker Lodge, in Edward 
Street, was named after him. 

It was consecrated in May 1918 and 
is a meeting place for Freemasons. 

Gathered 

The lodge recently paid £1,400 to 
have Colonel Walker’s grave refur¬ 
bished after it fell into disrepair and 
the eight-week scheme involved re¬ 
pairing the base, cross and cleaning 
the stones. 

Around 30 Freemasons gathered at 
the church for a short commemoration 
service before the re-dedication cere¬ 
mony, both of which were carried out 
by The Rev Andrew Smith. 

Worshipful Brother Alan Siddall, a 
past provincial junior grand warden at 
Walton Walker Lodge, said it had been 
a fitting honour to his good work. 

The 80-year-old, of Finchfield, Wol¬ 
verhampton, said: “As he was our 
founder and we are nearing our cen¬ 
tenary, we felt the best way to honour 
him was to have his grave refurbished 
so he’s not forgotten for what he did.” 

Wolverhampton-born Colonel 
Walker, a former pupil of Brewood 
Grammar School, had also been a 


chairman of the board at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Wanderers FC. He became regis¬ 
trar of West Bromwich County Court 
in 1904 and subsequently High Bailiff. 

He commanded the 3rd Battalion 
South Staffordshire Volunteers and 
was allowed to retain the honorary 
rank of colonel on retirement. Colo¬ 
nel Walker was also chairman of the 
board at West Bromwich District Hos¬ 


pital and a governor of The Royal Or¬ 
phanage in Wolverhampton. He was 
president of the Staffordshire Masonic 
Charitable Association from 1913- 
1915 and was one of a handful of Free¬ 
masons to have had a lodge named 
after them while still alive. 

The masonic jewels he earned carry¬ 
ing out his duties were also displayed 
during the church service.

IN every organisation, there 
are some people who go the 
extra mile as part of their 
day-to-day work - Ange¬ 
la Hook doesn’t just go the 
extra mile, she completes a 
marathon! 

Angela, aged 58, from Cradley 
Heath, is a ward clerk on D25 at City 
Hospital. She is also Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust’s Employee of the Year. 

Angela, who has been in her role for 
around three years, said: “I take calls 
from patient’s families, I help with ap¬ 
pointment bookings, filing paperwork 
and anything I can do to support the 
nursing staff, which is anything that I 
can do to give them more time to help 
patients and make their lives easier.” 

This is isn’t the first job Angela has 
held in the Trust. She said: “I started 
at Rowley Regis Hospital as a ward 
service officer 14 years ago, following 
that I became a monitoring officer and 
had a management secondment. 

“The secondment didn’t work for 
me as I wanted to get back to the 
frontline so I applied to be the ward 
clerk. I like to meet the patients.” 

In September last year, Angela was 
awarded with the Employee of the 
Year prize at the Trust’s Staff Awards. 
From there her year has been filled 
with other responsibilities, including 
judging this year’s awards. 

She said: “It was amazing, as a ward 
clerk you don’t expect to be acknowl¬ 
edged so it was a really nice feeling.

I had people stopping me in corridors 
to tell me they had voted and people 
sending me emails of support. It has 
been a really nice year and is the high¬ 
light of my career.” 

What helped swing the vote in An¬ 


gela’s favour is that not only does she 
do her job to a high standard, but she 
finds time to get to know patients. She 
said: “I think it is lovely. When you see 
somebody who comes in who is really 
poorly, and you get to know them, and 
then can tell the family that they are 
coming home, it is a good feeling. I 
find time to chat to patients and get 
to know them; I also get to know their 
families by speaking to them on the 
phone. 

“I think that when you are some¬ 
where that is so huge like a hospital, it 
is nice to give people time one-to-one 
so they feel that their care is more per¬ 
sonal.” 

Angela is still driven to work on the 
frontline of healthcare every day, and 


enjoys the variety her role brings. She 
said: “Every day is different; there is 
always somebody who wants help, and 
that’s why I love frontline working. 
You do similar tasks but you never 
know about what a patient’s back¬ 
ground and needs are and they always 
need something 

“We are really lucky to have the 
NHS. I hope it carries on in the form 
that it is in.”

Donations plea over 
beauty spot revamp 



The beauty and serenity of Warley Woods in Smethwick 


AN appeal has been launched 
to raise money to fund the re¬ 
vamp of an entrance to War- 
ley Woods. 

Bosses say they want to improve 
Abbey Road entrance to the beau¬ 
ty spot as it is looking scruffy 
and they fear it may not give the 
many visitors who use it the best 
impression of the site. 

They hope to replace the bol¬ 
lard-barriers which were first installed 
in a bid to stop the dumping and burn¬ 
ing of cars on the site. 

They said these bollards had now 
‘become a challenge for visitors want¬ 
ing to prove their strength, resulting 
in most being pushed and wobbled out 
of their housings’. 

Under the plans, they would be re¬ 
placed with smaller square bollards - 
similar to those in Lightwoods Park. 

There are also proposals to spruce 
up the car park and install a flag pole 
to fly the park’s Green Flag award at 
both the south and north entrances to 
the site. 

Donations 

The cost of the work is expected to 
be around £4,200 and bosses are ap¬ 
pealing for donations to help meet the 
target. 

Viv Cole, trust manager at Warley 
Woods Community Trust, which runs 
the site, said: “These improvements 
will form the next stage of the con¬ 
tinual investment and development 
of Warley Woods by the Community 
Trust supported by our members and 
park lovers. It will keep our standards 
high and allow volunteers and staff 
to spend time on other maintenance 
work.” 

The park received a Green Flag 
award for the sixth year running last 
month. They are given out by envi¬ 
ronmental charity Keep Britain Tidy 
to reward the best parks and green 
spaces across the country. 


Ms Cole said: “We are absolutely de¬ 
lighted to receive a Green Flag Award 
for the sixth year running from Keep 
Britain Tidy. This Award recognises 
and highlights that local people are 
benefitting from a green space of the 
highest quality. The Community Trust 
has been managing the site for 10 


years now and its staff and volunteers 
are very proud of its track record.” 

Following decades of neglect the 
park has been returned to its former 
glory, courtesy of Warley Woods Com¬ 
munity Trust, which has invested £1 
million of Heritage Lottery cash into 
transforming the site since 1991.

STAFF and students at 
a 125-year-old primary 
school have celebrated 
its birthday with a garden 
party. 

Cape Primary School in Cape 
Hill, Smethwick, was officially 
opened in 1888 as a boarding 
school for poor children. 

It was built after the introduc¬ 
tion of the 1880 Elementary Ed¬ 
ucation Act during the Victorian 
era, which stated that all children 
must receive a basic education. 

The handwritten copperplate 
logs of the head teacher at the 
time, Lydia Harris, are still held 
by the school to this day and state 
that when the school opened, there 
were 185 boys and girls on the reg¬ 
ister receiving a free education. 

There were also just three assis-

tants making sure everything ran 
smoothly but in 1935 it became an 
infant school. 

Today the school holds around 
700 children and before they 
broke up for the summer holidays, 
the youngsters, aged seven to 11, 
joined teachers for a party in the 
sunshine and a balloon release to 
mark the milestone. 

Head teacher Richard Kentish 
said: “We believe over 70,000 pu¬ 
pils have passed through the doors 
in the last 125 years. 

“That’s the lives of 70,000 indi¬ 
viduals that have been cared for, 
nurtured and educated and 70,000 
people that can proudly say, ‘I 
went to Cape Primary School’. 


“That is one great big special 
family we have and we’re sure that 
the next 125 years will be just as 
much fun. Cape Primary has en¬ 
joyed some considerable success 
at the end of its 125th year with 
2013/14 seeing us reawarded the 
Basic Skills Quality Mark, Inves¬ 
tors in People and a good grading 
in its most recent Ofsted report.” 

The school was recently awarded 
a £30,000 grant to develop the 
playground space to offer better 
quality PE lessons. 

Mr Kentish added: “Our mul¬ 
ti-cultural school is a fantastic 
place where children from all over 
the planet learn well, make good 
progress and grow in a culture 
of mutual tolerance and respect. 
Housed in a distinctive imposing 
two story building, the school staff 
and governors have worked hard 
to utilise the space to good effect.”

Increase in tethered horses 
problem sparks crackdown 


A FRESH crackdown on horses left tethered 
on council land has been launched by council 
bosses who say there has been an increase 
in the problem. 

According to chiefs’ claims, more horses are being 
found left on empty plots of land around Tipton, in¬ 
cluding some on housing estates. 


Concerns have been 
raised about the welfare of 
the animals left tied up and 
the safety of people walking 
by them. 

It comes after a horse fell 
into the canal after being 
tethered on nearby land 
across the border in Coseley 
earlier this month. 

Tipton Green ward coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones said the 
council was now launching 
a fresh campaign to identify 
the sites where horses had 
been left. It would be put¬ 
ting up new signs warning 
owners that their animals 
could be seized by bailiffs if 
they are not moved on. 

Councillor Jones said: 
“The number of horses teth¬ 
ered in Tipton is definitely 
increasing. 

“We are identifying the 
sites where the horses are 
being tethered and serving 
notice signs warning that if 
the horses are not moved off 
the bailiffs will be brought

in. Owners will be able to re¬ 
claim their horse for a fee.” 

He added that there had 
been problems with children 
being attacked or left fright¬ 
ened by the animals. 

“There was a horse left 
on a small piece of grass 
off Strathmore Road re¬ 
cently and it can be difficult 
for people walking past it. 
There are also welfare con¬ 
cerns from the horse’s point 
of view with being teth¬ 
ered,” he added. 

The council has not re¬ 
vealed the exact number of 
sightings which it has re¬ 
ceived in recent weeks. 

Councillor Jones said the 
spots of land were impor¬ 
tant to the council as there 
was a shortage of develop¬ 
ment land in the borough. 

The council began em¬ 
ploying bailiffs to work 
around the clock in October.

Sandwell Council dep¬ 
uty leader Councillor Steve 
Eling has given the go- 
ahead for an application 
to be submitted to the Arts 
Council to fund the scheme, 
paying for 100 arts work¬ 
shops, performances and 
educational sessions.

visit last week she is still concerned for 
the churchyard even though she can 
see some work has been carried out. 

She said: “It’s disgusting, it’s well 
overgrown. When I went last week 
I was horrified, it’s a real shambles. 
I phoned the vicarage again and told 
them if my mum comes here she would 
be crying. We couldn’t find a pathway 
without going through brambles. 


“I’m not complaining because of me, 
there’s a lot of older people visiting 
loved ones who have paid a fortune to 
put them in the churchyard.” 

Mrs Munnelly, who was christened 
at the church, and whose parents and 
brother were married there, said al¬ 
though she is going to be buried next 
to her parents at St Giles’ she would 
not want to be in its current state. 

She has now spent time cleaning up 
her father’s grave, but added: “I care 
about the churchyard. If someone is in 
a wheelchair they have got no chance.” 

A churchwarden at St Giles said the 
probation service has been sending 
people to help as part of the Commu¬ 
nity Payback scheme, and that a group 
of volunteers were at the church re¬ 
cently. But she added that any help at 
the church would be welcome.

am, loffs comic Jonny 



Black Country bloke - Jonny Cole, who is now a full-time comedian 


HE describes himself as an 
‘all Black Country bloke’ who 
started writing ‘daft songs’ 
in his kitchen to make his 
mates and his family laugh. 

But emerging comedy talent 
Jonny Cole says he has a wider 
audience in his sights as he re¬ 
flects on the early stages of his life 
as a full-time comedian. 

The Wednesbury comic is set to 
headline Birmingham’s Glee Club in 
September, with top billing on the 12- 
date Black Country Night Out Tour to 
follow next year. His debut album and 
a DVD are due to hit the shops later 
this year. 

It represents a meteoric rise through 
the comedy ranks for the 34-year- 
old. Until recently he was content 
to mix the occasional pub gig with a 
not-so-exciting working life of selling 
industrial supplies over the telephone. 

Backed by a live band, Jonny’s act 
features a mixture of songs and an¬ 
ecdotes based on his experiences of 
growing up in the Black Country. 

It all started with a song he hastily 
wrote ‘for a laugh’ in a spare 20 min¬ 
utes while he was having a cup of cof¬ 
fee in his kitchen. Wednesbury Song 
- which features the line ‘and it dow 
matter if yo cor read, as long as yo can 
drink and as long as yo can breathe’ - 
became a Youtube hit four years ago, 
chalking up nearly 60,000 views. 

The response prompted him to cre¬ 
ate a comedy routine that has since 
seen him have audiences in clubs 
across the Midlands loffin’ their yeds 
off. “I had no act at the time. It lit¬ 
erally was just one song done for a 
laugh,” he said. “My dad found it 
funny and told me to stick it on You¬ 
tube and everything just happened 
from there.” 

Jonny continued to record songs in 
his studio at his home in Lloyd Street, 


Wednesbury, including his paean to 
the Black Country lad Yam Yam - a 
reworking of the Dizzee Rascal track 
Bonkers - and the Billy Joel-inspired 
Tipton Girl. He also sprinkles a touch 
of his comedy magic onto The Bangles’ 
Walk Like An Egyptian, turning it into 
Drink Loike Yam From Tipton. 


Earlier this year Jonny signed up 
with Brian Yeates Entertainment in 
a bid to take his act to the masses. 
His rise is not something his teachers 
predicted during his days as a pupil at 
Barr Beacon School in Walsall. 

He said: “I was a bit of a joker and 
always good at messing around.”

Looking back on a 
match to remember 


I t hardly seems like two minutes 
since the last one finished, but last 
Saturday, the new Premier League 
season kicked off. 

While non-football fans moaned 
and whined about how the sport 
tends to take over TV and chats 
around the watercooler at work, fans 
were beside themselves with glee - 
especially as excitement in the 
domestic leagues this year may help 
them forget the nightmare that was 
England’s World Cup campaign in 
Brazil. 

But there’s another reason to 
celebrate the return of top-flight 
football, and that’s because it 
coincides with the 50th anniversary 
of Match of the Day. 

Back in 1964, when the first edition 
aired, Kenneth Wolstenholme (later 
to find fame with his “they think it’s all 
over, it is now” moment during the 
1966 World Cup final at Wembley) 
commentated on highlights from just 
one game - a First Division 
encounter between Liverpool and 
Arsenal, which the Anfield side won 
3-2. 

Only 20,000 people tuned in, just 


half the number of spectators who 
were at the ground; that might sound 
like next to nothing, but at the time, 
few people could receive new 
channel BBC Two. 

Unlike nowadays when low ratings 
ensure a show will be axed early, the 
Beeb stuck with its sporting baby, 
and before long, it became an iconic 
show that remains must-see viewing 
for football fans everywhere. 

This special programme looks back 
at MOTD’s history, picking up on 
memorable moments, from match 
highlights to the way in which it 
covered the Hillsborough disaster 
with great dignity as events unfolded. 

Regular viewers such as Alan 
Sugar, Sue Johnston and Russell 
Brand discuss their love of the show, 
and Barry Stoller talks for the first 
time about composing the famous 
theme tune. 

Also discussing the programme 
are John Motson, Wayne Rooney, 
Thierry Henry, Ryan Giggs and the 
recently retired Alan Hansen. 

Over the years, the likes of David 
Coleman, Jimmy Hill and Des Lynam 
have hosted the programme; it’s 


Gary Lineker who sits in the hotseat 
these days. He has every reason to 
be cheerful, because his beloved 
Leicester City are back in the top 
echelons - although he’s anything 
but optimistic. 

“I’m not the world’s most confident 
fan,” he grimaces. “I should be - I 
should believe in them more than I 
do.” 

Does he ever wish he was back 
out on the pitch? 

“Not really. There are aspects of 
football that can be quite tiresome - 
being treated like a kid, being 
shouted at all day, being told what 
time to do stuff, being told what to 
eat, etc, etc. The one thing I do miss 
is scoring a big goal in an important 
match, and the euphoria that that 
brings.” 

Instead, Gary is happy with his 
day job: “I always look forward to 
the start of the season. Football is 
still hugely important to a lot of 
people in this country and Match 
of the Day is always an exciting 
show.” 

Long may it continue - here’s to 
another 50 years, at least.

There’s something going on under the bon¬ 
net of a new range of Audis which benefits 
both the environment and drivers - particu¬ 
larly business users. 

The company’s huge range of models has been 
joined by ‘Ultra’ versions of the A4, A5 and A6, using 
an update of its 2.0-litre turbo diesel engine, already 
one of the most powerful in its class with up to 190Ps 
on tap in the case of the A6. 

The net result is a saving of hundreds of pounds on fuel, 
the tax disc and ‘benefit in kind’ tax without sacrificing per¬ 
formance: indeed, the new Ultra range actually has more 
oomph than its predecessors. 

I drove the Ultra-powered version of the £30,850 A5 
Coupe, a sleek executive express with the potential to go 
from a standstill to 62mph in a rapid 8.3 seconds. 

Yet it is also capable of beating many small hatchbacks in 
terms of economy, with average fuel consumption of more 
than 67mpg and a C02 emissions rating of just 109g/km. 

This means, compared to its predecessor, the tax band 
falls from C to B and a 16 per cent drop in the business driv¬ 
er’s tax bill - nearly £250 as well as savings at the pumps. 
The figures are identical for the new Ultra-powered range of 
A4 saloons. 

Saving money and developing your green credentials 
normally means a trade-off with performance and driving 
pleasure, but in this case the opposite is true. 

The 2.0-litre turbo diesel under the bonnet is a complete¬ 
ly new development, designed for even more efficiency 
and leaner burning. It also has a new ‘selective catalytic 
reduction’ system which removes nitrogen oxides from the 
exhaust gases, ensuring the cars meet EU6 standards, the 
most stringent ever applied to European cars. 

Same 

But the driver also has the same maximum engine power 
of 163Ps under his right foot but at lower revs (1,200rpm low¬ 
er, at 3,000rpm in fact), and maximum torque is increased to 
400Nm and over a wider spread, from just 1,750rpm. 

If the figures don’t mean much, you will notice the differ¬ 
ence long before you pull up at the pumps. 

It means in normal driving the car whispers along at very 
low rpm, saving fuel and reducing noise levels, but a little 
more pressure from the right foot will send it surging for¬ 
ward smoothly without the need to stir the six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

All the Ultra models come as standard with lowered, 
sports suspension which not only reduces drag (therefore 
aiding economy), it also means even sharper handling. The 
standard alloys are reduced to 17in as a result, equipped 
with 225/50 low-profile tyres. 

It turns into bends positively and accurately and grips 
well, and based on a test drive on a variety of rural roads, it 
has little impact on ride quality. 

The Ultra models currently come as manual, front-wheel 
drive only, with no four-wheel drive Quattro versions. 

The A5 is only available at present in SE trim, which 
comes with the sort of kit you’d expect from an upmarket 
coupe. Driver and front passenger have executive levels of 
space, but the sleek coupe shape does mean a small sacri¬ 
fice in room for those in the rear compared to the A4 saloon. 

Boot space is well up to class standards, ranging from 
455 to 829 litres depending on whether the rear bench seat 
is up or folded flat. 

Driver and passengers can sit back in heated Milano 
leather upholstery, with the benefit of electronic climate con¬ 
trol and an upmarket sound system with multi-media inter¬ 
face. 

You also get automatic wipers and lights, parking sensors, 
satnav, multi-function steering wheel, electric front windows, 
and cruise control. Safety equipment includes multiple air¬ 
bags as well as a limited slip differential and the usual array 
of electronic wizardry, such as ABS and stability control.

Ever picked up a car park bump and cursed 
your luck? The brilliant new Citroen C4 Cac¬ 
tus might just be the car for you 

As breaths of fresh air go, the Cactus is like a lung- 
full of West Scotland’s finest in the middle of rush- 
hour London. 

It’s a car designed to fit into real-world lifestyles where 
you need lots of places to store bits and pieces, where 
touch-screens are as second nature as a second scoop of 
ice cream and where people always manage to open their 
doors into your paintwork. The Cactus is built to take life’s 
little trials in its stride with a radical re-think. 

That’s why you’ll find those curious and distinctive 
coloured panels along the sides. These ‘AirBump’ air-filled 
blocks are scratch-resistant and a bit bouncy, so errant 
supermarket trolleys and swinging coat zips won’t leave a 
mark. The same material is on the boot and in a few other 
places too, helping to avoid any ugly and expensive body¬ 
work damage. 

The Cactus is the first truly honest Citroen for years. It’s a 
bit madcap but not so much so to be off-putting. The con¬ 
trols are where you’d expect them, the pedals do what they 
should and the wheels aren’t made out of cheese. It’s simply 
very good at the everyday biffabout thing, and there’s no 
doubt a lot of people will be very taken by this. 

Character 

You don’t get as much outright space as you do in, say, 
a Seat Toledo, but the Cactus has a far greater character 
garnish to go with its healthy dollop of practicality. There are 
door pockets aplenty and a panoramic glass roof to give 
a more spacious-feeling cabin, and it’s fair to say there’s 
enough rear legroom for adults - just. 

A really nice touch is the ‘suitcase-style’ interior detailing 
on the door pulls and glove box. It adds a sense of travel 
adventure, but there’s loads of room inside the glove-case 
to add substance to the style. 

Citroen openly admits the Cactus is built to a price. That’s 
half the point; realistic ownership costs. With that in mind 
it’s amazing how quietly the 1.2-litre 110-horsepower petrol 
version bimbles around town. At 30mph in the fourth of five 
gears, the loudest thing is the air conditioning fan, which 
itself is only lightly breathing away in the background. 

There’s nothing remarkable about the way it drives. The 
soft, chunky seats are unusual these days and very com¬ 
fortable, the steering is quite slow and unthreatening, and 
the ride is very smooth over good surfaces and undulating 
bumps. 

Loyal 

It’s worse over sharp bumps, mind you, where the sus¬ 
pension crashes unexpectedly and noisily, but on the 
whole the driving experience is that of a car you’d never 
regret buying or dislike owning. It feels a bit like a loyal fam¬ 
ily pet. 

In terms of raw space there’s more for your money out 
there. But ‘value’ cars tend to be a bit soulless and that al¬ 
ways counts against them. The Cactus definitely has more 
of a character and a charm that can’t entirely be priced up. 
In terms of providing family-friendly transport that you’re not 
afraid to see bumped around now and again, what could 
be better? 

There could be clever finance deals on the cards, too, 
if the UK follows suit with Spain’s ‘pay as you drive’ mile- 
age-based finance scheme. 

The brilliant news is that this won’t just appeal to budget- 
led buyers who hate looking after their cars. It’s a damn fine 
everyday car with some great quirks and an unusual look, 
so parents looking for something livelier-looking to put on 
the drive will love it; as will people bored with the same old 
hatchback crowd. 

This car summed up in a single word: Unconventional. 
Among a sea of relative boredom it dares to be different, 
and while it’ll raise a few eyebrows, it turns heads and cre¬ 
ates big smiles.

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New high for used car prices 


Average used car values 
reached a record high in 
July, according to BCA’s lat¬ 
est Pulse report. 

The headline average value of 
a used car rose by 1.4 per cent 
to £7,706, ahead of June’s figure 
by £109. Average performance 
against CAP Clean improved 
marginally from 96.57 per cent to 
96.78 per cent, while average age 
and mileage fell slightly compared 
with June. 

Year-on-year, July 2014 was ahead 
by £831 or 12 per cent, with both av¬ 
erage age and mileage falling over the 
12-month period. CAP Clean perfor¬ 


mance was up by nearly a point, year- 
on-year. 

Average values declined in the fleet 
and lease sector for the third month 
running, although the fall was negligi¬ 
ble at just £37 (equivalent to 0.4 per 
cent), while values rose in the dealer 
part-exchange sector to a new record 
level. Nearly-new values also rose, 
although model mix has a significant 
effect in this low-volume sector. 

Simon Henstock, BCA’s UK oper¬ 
ations director commented: “We are 
now well into the summer holiday pe¬ 
riod and the wholesale markets are 
generally quieter, However, this year 
volumes have remained relatively high 
and there is still plenty of competition 
for the best stock on offer. 


“The shortage of good quality fleet 
and lease stock continues, with vol¬ 
umes not expected to pick up until the 
second half of September. 

“Cars entered from dealer part-ex- 
change sources have typically outper¬ 
formed the market in 2014 and July 
was no exception. 

“Average values reached record 
levels, as dealers continued to supply 
the marketplace with well-presented, 
realistically valued cars to tempt the 
buyers in. 

“Sellers should consider adjusting 
valuations now on poorer condition 
cars with a view to remarketing them 
before volumes begin to rise and buy¬ 
ers have more choice from mid-Sep¬ 
tember onwards.”

ASTON Villa hit back at 
reports that the club had 
tried to gag supporters.
